More Expected

that the development of the nation 
was the same as that of the Individ- 
ual. 
At first people fought things out 


knowing no other way.

developed in ' Italy. 
Florence first 


began to build up state power. 


Early In the centuries" tho cities 


ceased standing alone and resolved 
themselves into the five great powers 
'which were under tho rule of the Des- 
pots. 
The age of the Despots, dur- 


ing which the Renaissance was built 
up, was the most brilliant In the his- 
tory , of Italy. 
The control of tlie 


powers was vested in 
wealthy and 


powerful families. 


The Five Powers 


Miss Kellogg then referred briefly 


to the "development o f . each of 'the 
powers and to tho families in which 
the control was vested. 
Naples and 


Sicily were more distinctly a kingdom 
and less In the spirit of the Renais- 
sance. 
Rome was the seat of papal | 


power, when the Popes were princes 
rather than the head of the church. 
Venice was the strongest oligarchy 
and aristocracy of the time. 
Milan 


seemed the most probable ruler of all 
Italy and under the Vlscontl family 
maintained the first standing army 
and built the great monuments for 
which Italy is famous. 


Power Of Florence 
Florence was tho loader In Italian 


politics and with Milan , anil Naples 
formed the triple alliance. 
Florence 


was controlled by the Medici family, 
tho richest and most powerful In Italy, 
and they were In reality political bos- 
ses. In no other mans life Is the spirit 
of the Renaissance summed up so 
completely as In the life of Lorenzo 
le Medici.

"The Painters* and Decorators' un- 


ion of Schenectady has expelled Mr. 
'William Potter because he Is as mem- 
ber of the National Guard, and at 
their demand the firm of Shafer & 
Barry have discharged him from their 
service, rather than face the peril of 
a threatened strike. 
They have ac- 


companied this action with a cert!- 


• ficate that Mr. Potter has been In

The action of the union is In 


consequence of Article 8 of Its con- 
stitution, which provides that a mem-

mud any member occuplng any of the

ELASTIC CURRENCY NEEDED 
Henry Clews,,tho New York finan- 


cier. In sizing up tho, situation In "Vyau 
street, has this to say .about the needs 
of a more elastic currency: 


"Tlmo money now rules .at 6 per 


cent, with rates likely to go higher 
first of January;-this really being the 
governing Influence a't^the moment. 
The banks arc apparently determined 
to have the situation well In hand for 
emerlencles. 
Evidently their opin- 


ion Is "better a little.'discomfort now 
than trouble later, on.,",;- Tho plain 
truth Is the country, has used up all 
Its available floating capital, and a 
readjustment is Imperative. 
either 


through contraction, retrenchment or 
waiting In patience until our national 
saving provide a fresh supply. 
Had 


we a modern scientific currency plan 
Instead of the present obsolete. In- 
elastic method, which has more than 
once/ brought us to the edge of dis- 
aster, the situation would largely cor- 
rect Itself. 
Nothing but an Ignorant, 


popular prejudice against banks has 
prevented our having a 'currency cap- 
able of expanding or contracting ac- 
cording to demand; and such a cur- 
rency. It ought to be known. Is of 
more benefit to the public than to the 
banks, which have no objection what- 
ever to the high rates of Interest forc- 
ed by artificial scarcity. 
An elastic 


currency is really of vastly greater 
advantage to the public than to tho 
banks; hence the latter's comparative 
apathy on the subject; but that pat- 
lent creature called the public seems 
to learn Its need only through the 
painful "and costly school of experi- 
ence." 


Mr. Clews is In position to know 


what ho Is talking about. 
Ho Is 


conservative, and not Inclined to be 
pessimistic. 
He deplores the fact 


that a nation so progressive, and so 
rich In resources, should be In any 
way hampered by a' lack of currency 
for the legitimate wants of business. 
Congress can afford to devote some 
attention to this question, and devise 
soe'plan to relieve tho stringency. 


POST CHECK CURRENCY 


The annual report of Henry A. Cas- 


tle, auditor for the post office depart- 
ment, shows an annual shortage of 
a half million dollars or more In the 
money order system. 
The opposition 


to tho Post Check Currency 
plan 


comes largely from the department be- 
cause tho new currency, would prac- 
tically abolish tho money order sys- 
tem. 


This of course would bo hardship 


and loss of position to a limited num- 
ber of government employes. 
It Is 


generally conceded that this class of 
opposition should not be permitted to 
block the establishing of a currency 
that combines a safe, and convenient 
draft for remittance, with a reliable 
circulating medium. 


Tho Post Check Currency seeks to 


benefit the masses. 
It Is a govern- 


ment Issue of the same relative value 
as the green bock and Is so controlled 
that It can be used safely In the malls 
for the payment of small accounts. It 
has a host of friends and no enemies, 
outside of a limited class who .oppose 
It because of self Interest. 


The bill should become a law at the 


next session of congress, and It -will. 
If public sentiment becomes sufficient- 
ly aroused to express to congressmen 
Its views on the subject.

Ott questioning him further Mr. Beta 


neke elicited a confession that he had.

was In no condition to talk at any 
length. When asked what he had tak- 
en, he referred to a memorandum 
book which he carried, and running 
his finger down a'page on which a list 
of poisons was given, finally respond- 
ed.
